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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: "said 
plurality of first control terminals" recited in the claims lack antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
first inspection terminal and the second inspection terminals recited in claim 1 
seem to be referred as "odd-numbered data terminal" and "even-numbered data 
terminal" in the specification. Therefore, applicant is required to modify the 
language in the specification so that the similar terms are used in the 
specification and the claims. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under 
Ex parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -6 and 9 are allowed over the prior art. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

Claims 1-6 and 9 are indicated allowable because the prior art in the 
record does not teach or suggest an image display device formed on an 
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insulation substrate comprising all the elements in combination recited in the 
independent claim 1. Specifically, the prior art does not teach an image display 
device comprising (1 ) a plurality of transistor having first electrodes connected 
to a plurality of data lines and made nonconductive when the image display panel 
is in normal operation, (2) a first inspection terminal connected to second 
electrodes of the odd-numbered transistors and (3) a second inspection 
terminal connected to second electrodes of the even-numbered transistor . 
Claims 2-6 and 9 are dependent on claim 1 are indicated allowable accordingly. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Nara et al US Publication 2005/0093567 disclose an image inspection 
device (see Fig. 1) comprising a control terminal driver (34) but fail to disclose a 
first inspection terminal connected to second electrodes of the odd-numbered 
transistors and (3) a second inspection terminal connected to second electrodes 
of the even-numbered transistor. 

Hayata et al US Publication No. 2004/0046920 disclose a liquid crystal 
display device (see Fig. 1) comprising odd-numbered gate-line inspection 
terminal (CGO) and even-numbered gate-line inspection terminal (CGE).
